W a s h in g t o n -. December 1st.—The first 
session of the fifty-first Congress will open 
to morrow. The general expectation is 
that an adjournm ent will not be reached 
until next fall, owing to the narrowness of 
the Republican majority in the House and 
thegreat num ber of contested election cases. 
The declared determ ination of the Demo­ 
crats is to resist the revision of the rules 
and the passage of the Federal election law 
and tarilt bill fram ed on Republican princi­ 
ples. 
The business of the day in the House will 
be simply that of organization, which will 
be effected by a call ot tbe rcll by the hold­ 
over Clerk of tbe House aud the 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 
In the usual m anner, the Speaker first, and 
in accordance w ith the declaration of the 
caucus. 
There will be no objection offered to 
Reed of Maine for 8peaker, McPherson of 
Pennsylvania for Cierk, Holmes of Iowa 
for Sergeaut-at-Arms, Adams of Maryland 
for Doorkeeper and W heat of Wisconsin 
for Postmaster. 
The Chaplaincy is in some donbt. The 
caucus nom inee is Rev. Charles R .m sdell, 
of W ashington, but there are several Re­ 
publicans inclined to vote for the retention 
of Rev. Charles M ilburn, of Illinois, the 


W ELL KNOW N BLIN D PREACHER, 
W ho will be the nominee of the Demo­ 
crats. 
Mr. M ilburn’s affliction appeals to 
the sym pathy of most of the members in 
spite of his politics, which are strongly 
Democratic. 
It is not expected the Democrats will 
have a chance to offer any opposition to 
an organization by the Republicans. 
But 
three Republicans were aosent from the 
caucus on Saturday, and two of those have 
arrived since. The third is Congressman 
Wilber, of New York, who is seriously ill. 
This indicates a pretty lull attendance of 
the majority which, with the members 
from the new Stales, will am ount to 1.69 
Republicans. The full m embership of ti_e 
House is now 330, tbe Democrats having 
101 of this num ber. 
This gives the Repub­ 
licans a m ajority of eight, but it does not 
give them much over a quorum . One-half 
of 330 is 105, and a quorum is 100 
The 
Republicans thus have but three more 
than a quorum w ith a full attendance. 
W ith W ilbur absent they will have but 
two. 
Should 
the 
Democrats refrain from 
voting, it will be necessary for every Re­ 
publican to be on hand. There will be 
none to spare at any im porlant crisis 
It is reported that a point will be raised 
against the successor of Congressman N ut­ 
ting of New York, Mr. Paine, who comes 
with a certificate from the Secretary of 
State, but without a certification from the 
State Board of Canvtsters. 
This State 
Board does not m eet until the m iddle of 
December, and if the Democrats object to 
swearing in the new member nutil he is 
properly certified, the Republicans will 
have but one over a quorum . 
One of the new Democratic members, 
Amos Cummings of New York, is in the 
sam e boat with Pavne. 


T H E P R E S IU E N l'S M E SSA G E . 


I t W ill N o t b e D e liv e re d U n til T u e s d a y 
M o ru in g . 
W ashington, December 1st.—O w iD g to 
the fact that the entire day to morrow will 
be occupied by the organization of the new 
K use of Representatives, President H arri­ 
son's message w ill not be sent to Congress 
until Tuesday. 
The annual rfport of Secretary Tracy 
will be transm iited W ednesday noon. 
Tbe coming Congress will have brought 
before it a num ber of m atters wilh which 
the public h a 3 become weli informed. 
Among them are the Blair educational 
bill; bills to forfeit land grants, general and 
special; to declare trusts unlawful; the de­ 
pendent pension bill; bills to repeal the 
Civil Service aud oieomargarine-tax lavr=, 
and various measures relating to the tariff, 
iniernational revenue and genera! financial 
systems. 
There will also be presented to the Sen­ 
ate resolutions of investigations made dur­ 
ing the recess by several Commissions upon 
the dressed beef business, the subject of ir­ 
rigating tbe arid land, the relation of the 
Canadian Railroads to the interstate com­ 
merce law and the commercial relations 
existing between the United States and 
Canada, including the A laskan seal fish­ 
eries. 
The silver question will speedily come 
up in some sbape. 
Tbe tripartite treaty with Great Britain 
and Germany respecting the control and 
direction of affairs in Samoa is tbe princi­ 
pal topic to be discussed under foreign 
affairs, together with the proposed new 
scheme to promote a commercial nnion 
with Canada with a view to its ultim ate 
annexation. 


M IN E R A L L A N D S. 


Suggestions From the Secretnry of the 
Luml D epartm ent. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 1st. — In the 
General Land Office report of m ineral 
lands in railroad land grants, the Secretary 
says: 
It is reported that the work of ex­ 
am ining ex parte m ineral entries is in ar­ 
rears about two and a half years, and in 
contest cases about two m onths. 
There have been suspended in the offices 
lists of railroad selections involving some 
5561,207 acres npon 
questions 
as to 
whether the company shall be required to 
furnish m ineral affidavits or not. A ques­ 
tion presents itself in regard to the m in­ 
eral lands lying w ithin the grant of rail­ 
roads running through m ineral belts and 
which would otherwise then, because of 
their mineral character, be included within 
the railroad grants. 
An Act of Congress absolutely and un­ 
qualifiedly reserves all m ineral lands from 
the railroad grants made to the most ex­ 
tended and im portant railroads of our 
country, and this reservation affects the 
claim of such roads as the Northern Pacific 
to a large portion of its land subsidy. 
It also affects to a very considerable de­ 
gree the Central Pacific and Southern Pa­ 
cific roads, with some others, and how to 
determine what are the m ineral lands at 
this time, when the roads are claiming their 
grants, is indeed a difficult, and most im ­ 
portant matter. 
Originally, it was left to the company to 
make affidavit in a form adopted by my 
predecessors, and by them deemed sufficient 
for a long while, but by which it was not 
made necessary for the officer taking the 
oath to swear to his actual knowledge that 
the land was not m ineral. 
M any of the selections made by the rail­ 
roads under their grants were supported by 
such affidavit, but upon the same coming 
before the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, he demanded that further affi­ 
davits should be made, the same as re­ 
quired from settlers on homestead claims, 
whereby the actual knowledge of the fact 
that the same was not m ineral land was 
required to be sworn to. 
This the railroad companies have failed 
to do, insisting that their claims, made 
under the regulations at the time existing, 
are valid and should be allowed. 
This question is not yet determined, but 
it is deemed a m atter to which your atten­ 
tion should be invited for the purpose of 
having, if necessary, some further legisla­ 
tion upon the subject. 
On one hand it is to be noted that addi­ 
tional affidavits has been required since the 
seiections were claimed. 
On the other 
stands that of the absolute reservation of 
the law and the right of the people to en­ 
joy these m ineral lands, if such indeed 
there be among selections made by rail­ 
roads. 
If legislation is not made on this subject 
the Departm ent wilt have to decide by such 


light as m ay be obtained as to the real na­ 
ture of the lands, whether m ineral or not, I 
however difficult the inquiry m aybe, aud 
whatever responsibility is assumed. 
It is deemed best, however, that a law 
should be passed by Congress enabling tbe 
Land Departm ent to thoroughly investi­ 
gate the character of tbe lands supposed to 
be mineral, and w ilhin the reservation of 
the law before the railroad is entitled to 
any cession whatever. 
It would require considerable appropria­ 
tion for the purpose of investigation and 
survey, and connected with this, authority 
should be given to the Secretnry of the In ­ 
terior to refuse to certify lands to railroads 
until there was a clear proof that the same 
were not m ineral. 
The question is most im portant. 
It is 
far-reaching in its results, and may aflt-ct 
the wellfare and independence of many ot 
our citizens. 
It would not be unreasonable to direct 
that tbe patents issued should themselves 
contain a reservation of any land therein 
described if it proved upon further develop­ 
m ent to be actually mineral land. 
The m ineral laud should be preserved 
for our people, aud there is no claim on the 
part of tberailroad3 to obtain these sources 
of vast wealth not intended for them that 
should be hum ored to the least degree be­ 
yond the law. 
This I say in no spirit of hostility to rail­ 
road companies, bat from thorough convic­ 
tions that the best interests of the Republic 
would be served by dividiDg this vast m in­ 
eral wealth among individuals. 
The Secretary joins in the recom menda­ 
tions of the Commissioner of 
Indian 
Affairs in relation to separating the Tule 
River and Hoopa Valley Indian Agencies, 
and in relation to the intruders on the 
Round Valley Reservation. 
H e also recommends legislation to pre­ 
serve the lands of the Mission Indians for 
their use. 
Of the attemps to seonre the coal lands 
on the San Carli s Reservation the report 
says that if the in habitants of Arizona need 
the coal contained in these acres, for which 
tbe Indians themselves have no use and 
which they will neither work nor lease to 
others, there should be some steps taken 
by the Government to have the Indians 
compensated to a reasonable degree, and 
tbe lands brought into public use uuder the 
laws as established. 
Of the re-rating of pension cases, which 
is discussed at length, the Secretary says : 
The intention is to correct all of these 
evils for the future under the present Com­ 
missioner of Pensions, and so far as the 
law will allow to exact the return of money 
which it has been found was illegally paid. 
This will prove a tedious and somewhat 
difficult undertaking. 
But in view of the 
enormous sums of money that m ight have 
been expended had not this evil Deeu cor­ 
rected at the time it was, the Government 
may be well satisfied, I think, even if it 
should have to lose a large portion of that 
already paid out. 
Pension legislation is discussed at length 
and m any of the recom mendations sub­ 
m itted by the Commissioner sustained. 


U N C L E SA M ’S NAVY. 


S e c re ta ry I ’ro c to r S u b m its a u E la b o ra te ' 
a n d I n te r e s tin g R e p o rt. 
W ashington, December 1st.—The report 
of the Secretary of the Navy Department, 
given publicity to-night, says : The effective 
torce of the United States navy, when all 
tbe ships now authorized are completed, 
excluding those which by process of decay 
and operation of law will by that date have 
been condemned, will comprise eleven ar­ 
mored vessels, r f which only three are de­ 
signed for fighting at sea, and thirty-one 
uuarmoreÜ vessels, making a total of forty- 
two. 
If the country is to have a navy at ali, it 
should have one that is sufficient for com­ 
plete and ample protection of its coast in 
tim e ot war. 
If we are to stop short of this we m ight 
as well stop where we are aud abandon 
the claim to influence and control upon 
the sea. 
It is idle to spend our money in 
building small, slow-going steamers that 
are unnecessary in peace and useless for 
war. 
It is little better than a repetition of the 
mistaken policy that prevailed in our early 
history, ot building gunboats that were laid 
up or sold as soon as the war broke out. 
The country needs a navy that will ex­ 
empt it from war, but the only navy that 
will accomplish this is a navy that can 
wage war. 
The policy of m ilitary aggrandizement 
is totally repugnant to our institutions and 
is likely never to be entered upon. The 
present question has nothing to do with 
such a polic.v, 
It is a practical business 
question of insuring our property and our 
trade, in which the commercial cities of 
the coast portion, our lake frontier and 
centers of production in the interior are 
alike interested. 
The navy's w arships when the popula­ 
tion num bered thirty m illions included 
ninety vessels of ali classes. Before the 
completion of the present programme, 
which will give a total of less than half that 
num ber, the population wili have more 
than doubltd, aud the wealth of our coast 
subject to ¡Djury or destruction will have 
increased tenfold 
The annual increase of wealth in this 
country is estimated to equal that of Eng­ 
land, France and Gtrm any, and before it 
can create an effective navy its population 
is certain to exceed that of any two of 
these Powers combined. 
Such a natiou cannot be indifferent to the 
events taking place in close proxim ity to its 
own coasts, threatening the freedom of its 
commerce and the safety of its sea shore. 
Troubles that have arisen and that will 
continue to arise in the Gulf of Mexico 
and on the Pacific Ocean concern tbe pros­ 
perity and development of tbe United 
States too closely to be ignored, and our 
interests in these" localities are too im port­ 
ant to be left longer unprotected. 
The cost of building the navy casts no 
perceptible burden upon a country of onr 
vast resources. It is a prem ium paid by 
the United States for the insurance of its 
acquired weaith and its growing industries, 
and compared with the interests that are 
secured, the taléis low. 
It is a cheaper price to pay for safely. 
We collect in duties in six m onths in a 
single port a greater sum than we could 
spend in building a new navy in six years. 
For the past two years the Government 
has paid its creditors for tbe privilege of 
discontinuing its debt, before it was due, 
twice the sum we have spent in its recon­ 
struction. 
The performances of some of the new 
vessels is noted. The Secretary then pre­ 
sents his compliments to Secretary W hit 
ney as follows: 
In view of these facts, the 
extraordinary statem ent put forth in the 
Secretary's report for 1836, and never after­ 
ward corrected, that the comparison of 
these vtssels with the Esmeralda and other 
foreign «hips indicates a ‘ simple abandon­ 
m ent on the part of the Department of an 
attem pt to reach the conditions which 
should have been attained,” musí be set 
down as a mere flight of political rhetoric, 
absolutely without w arrant or justification. 
If the D epartm ent requires any vindication 
from such a charge, its complete vindica­ 
tion is to be found in tbe vessels them ­ 
selves 
Referring to the necessity for the new 
and improved plants for ship-building, the 
Secretary says: 
On the Pacific coast there are large and 
growing interests of vital importance, not 
only to that imm ediate neighborhood, but 
to the whole country throughout its leng'h 
and breadth. 
Among the enterprising and rapidly- 
growing cities which form the bulwarks of 
onr commercial property in that quarter 
there are some, like i acoma and Seattle, 
which it is physically impossible to protect 
by any land fortifications. 
To abandon these cities, defensible only 
by a navy, to the possible attacks of an 
enemy, and to subject to needless risk 
this coast and the vast region which it bor­ 
ders—a region second in importance to no 
other part of the U ni'ed States—is tobe 
gnilty of alm ost crim inal negligence. 
The necessities of our vulnerable posi­ 
tion therefore demand the immediate erec­ 
tion of two fleets of battle ships, of which 
eight shonld be assigned to the Pacific 
coast, and twelve to the Atlantic and Gulf. 
They m ust be the best of their class in 
four leading characteristics — arm am ent, 
armor, structural strength and speed. 
The last is nearly as essential to battle­ 
ships as it is to cruiser?. 
It may safely be 
assumed that, other things being equal, 
a battle-ship of the highest speed will as a 
rnle be the victor iu an action, for she can 
choose her position and keep the enemy at 
a disadvantage. 
In addition to battle-ships, the situation 


of tbe country requires at least twenty-four 
vessels for the coast and harbor defense. 
Their employm ent—that of floating fort­ 
resses—requires that they should have a 
powerful battery and the heaviest of armor, 
combined with moderate draft. 
At the present tim e eight vessels of this 
type are under construction, five of which 
are recors’ructed monitors. 
This would m ake the future navy consist 
of twenty battle ships, twenty coast defense 
snips and sixty cruisers, or 100 vessels in 
all, which is believed to be a moderate esti­ 
mate of the proper strength of the fleet. 
Of tbe sixty cruisers required thirfy-cne 
arenow built or authorized. For the in­ 
crease in the num ber of cruisers, which are 
considered simply an anxiliary to the fight­ 
ing force of battle ships, we may wisely 
wait until the latter are ;n process of con­ 
struction. 
The question of site for the new N orth­ 
west Navy Yard is discussed at length, the 
Secretary m aking no choice between Point 
Turner and Lake W ashington. 
The estimates for the fiscal year coming 
are fixed at $25,000,000.

the complaints made by the representa­ 
tives of those States over Mexican and 
Canadian competition. 
He said, however, that it was a rule with 
the Adm inistration not to distnrb the rnl- 
ings.of its predecessors, and that he could 
not, therefore, m ake any recommendations 
in his message. 
He thought the best thing 
to be done with the m atter was to secure 
from Congress legislation bearing so thor­ 
oughly upon the tariff upon this snbject 
th at there could be no misconception on 
the part of any of the department.

Tribune building, in which, until to-day, 
has been printed tLree daily and a weekly 
newspaper, and where was located a num ­ 
ber of offices. 
All day a constantly changing and ever- 
increasing crowd of sight seers thronged 
the streets, watching the efforts of the fire­ 
men to subdue entirely the flames which 
they brought under control about 2 o'clock 
this morning. 
The building has been considered dan­ 
gerous for some time, its loose coas’rucrion 
permitting the heavy m achinery to jar the 
whole building. There was 


BCT ONE FIR LV . . A rE, 
And it was at the end of the building 
wbere the fire raged the fiercest. 
Tbe sin­ 
gle stairway was spiral, narrow and dark, 
and wound around the elevator shaft. 
Three years ago the inadequate fire pro­ 
tection of the building was considerably 
agitaied, tbe m atter being taken up by the 
Trades and Labor Assembly aud carried 
finally to the cityoffi ials.an attem pt being 
made to have the building properly pro­ 
tected or condemued, but nothing came 
of it. 
For some tim e the Union Lesgue Club- 
roura, where the fire started, has not been 
used, aud the origin is a m ystery. The 
room is 


CLOSE TO THE ELEVATOR SHAFT, 
And the breaking of a window in efforts to 
extinguish the flames gave a draft which 
quickly carried tbe fire to the elevator aud 
cut off the escape of those who had delayed. 
A few broke through the stifling smoke 
and scorching flames, but others sought 
escape elsewhere. 
Being at the scu'h end of the building 
and the solitary fire escape at the north 
end, the printers were cut off. 
A num ber 
of them climbed out of the windows and 
clung to the ledges waiting for help, which 
in several cases came too late. 
Their piteous cries attracted the atten­ 
tion cf the firemen and a num ber of them 
were saved, w bi'e others fell off the ledges 
or dropped from the telegraph and tele­ 
phone wires by the m eans of which they 
tried to escape. 
The sight of the sufferings of the burn­ 
ing and struggling men brought tears to 
the eyes of the bravest. 


A PATHETIC INCIDENT. 
One of the most pathetic incidents was 
the attem pt of Jame» Igne to escape. He 
had got clear of the building and was grad­ 
ually working his way along the wires to 
saltty, while the crowd beiow anxiously 
watch'ed his brave ntiempt to save his wife 
and four little ones their bread-winner, but 
his strength failed, and a groan went up 
from the crowd below as he was seen to 
slip and fall to the roof of the boiler-house, 
receiving fatal injuries. 
He was lifted gently and started to a 
drug store, but died in a few moments, 
breathing a las: word of loving care for his 
family. 
RECOVERY OF BODIES. 
Seven bodies were fonnd last night, all 
of which have been identified. They were: 
Mii'ou Pickett, Assistant c’ity E lito r of 
the Pioneer Press. 
Jam es F. broe. Ass- cia'ed Press operator. 
W aiter E. Miles, night agent of the Asso­ 
ciated Press 
Professor Oisen, President of the South 
Dakola University. 
W. H . Milman, commercial editor ot the 
Tribune. 
Jerry Jenkinson, compositor. 
R< 1 > rt McCutcheon, c mpositor. 
Other b-dies are knowii to be in the 
building, but hew many’ is unknow n. 
Two men, who could not be identified, 
were seen to shoot themselves before the 
flames reached them , and to-day the body 
of a man caught in the ruins is in plain 
view from Fourth street. 


THE NUMBER OF VICTIMS. 
It is believed the num ber of victims will 
reach twenty and perhaps fwentv-five, but 
until tbe debris cools off positive inform a­ 
tion cannot be obtained. 
The iast man of the Tribune editorial s!&ff 
to le ave the building was managing editor 
W illiams. 
He was badly burned about the 
head and hsnd3. 
Mr W illiam s gives tbe 
following statem ent of how several of those 
named lost tbeir lives: 
M'tie s and M ilman, together with a 
num ber of printers, started down the fire 
escape.

The printers on the ladder escaped with 
slight burns. 
Igoe and Jenkinson sought to escape by 
the wires. 
McCutcheon jum ped from the 
window ledge for an extension ¡adder, but 
his hands slipped and he fell to the pave- 
mont. 
A net was stretched to catch him , but he 
was too heavy for it. and striking tbe 
ground, be was fatally injured. 
So far as learned, u '” “ of those on the 
building were quite seriously burned or 
bruised in escaping, but it is not thought 
their injuries are dangerous. 


THE OWNERS OF THE BUILDING REFUSED TO 
PROVIDE FIRE ESCAPES. 
M inneapolis, December 1st—M inneap 
olis Typographical Union, No. 42, met this 
aftemoon and adopted resolu’ions stating 
that the records of the Tribune and Journal 
chapels showed that c rmmittees had been 
repeatedly appointed to confer with A. B. 
Nettletor,, who at the tim e had charge of 
the building, and begged bim to furnish 
proper means of escape in case of fire. This 
he refa“ed to do. The case was then taken 
up bv tbe Trades and Labor Assembly and 
a committee of that body labored long and 
earnestly with Netileton, but all efforts 
failed. 
„ 
Tbe position in which the only fire es 
cap e o n ih e bnildir.g was pieced rendered 
it practically useless. 
A prom inent m em ­ 
ber of the Fire Depariraent has said he 
had been trying for three m onths to have 
an additional fire escape placed on tbe 
building. 


“ WE MOST SEVERELY CONDEMN THOSE 
W hose duty it was to place a sufficient 
num ber of fireescapesin ttie Tribune build­ 
ing, and for not so doing in our judgm ent 
thi3 is a proper subjret for the Coroner to 
carefully and fully investigate, and place 
the blam e w Sereit behmgs. 
Anton J. Dahl, a book-binder, was on an 
npper floor, and it is be.ieved that be is 
among the lost. 
The"elevator m an. who made three trips 
after the fire broke out. says he saw a roan 
come from the office and try to escape, but 
a sheet of flim e struck him and the un­ 
fortunate fellow drew a revolver and shot 
himself. 
It Í3 thought that this was Dahl. 
Chief Stettson of the fire departm ent 
lays the blame for the loss of life to a lack 
of fire escapes. 
He says the departm ent 
did all that was possible io save lives.

CALIFORNIA AND COAST. 


THE EEPOET OF THE SECEETABY OF 
THE NAVY. 


The report of the Secretary of the Navy, 
which will be transmitted to Congress to­ 
day by the President, shows that we now 
have 42 ships of war, of which 11 are 
armored vessels, and but three of which 
are designed for fighting at sea, and 31 
unarmored ships, few of which are fitted 
for open sea work intim eof war. England 
has 367 ships of war, of which 76 are 
armored ; France has 260, of which 57 are 
armored; 
Germany has 
105, with 40 
armored ; Spain has 90, of which 12 are 
armored, and Italy has 86, of which 19 are 
armored. 
Turkey, Sweden and Norway, 
Austria and Holland all have stronger 
navies than the United States ; and even 
China has more ships and but one less 
armored vessel. 
So, even when the pres­ 
ent building of ships of war is completed, 
we will still be below the rank in strength 
on the sea of a second-rate power. 
The 
Secretary declares that on the present line 
of policy we will be absolutely at the 
mercy of States having one-tenth less pop­ 
ulation, one-thirtieth les3 of wealth, and 
but one-hundredth of its area. A t the same 
tim e we have 13,000 miles of exposed sea 
coast, upon which are situated twenty 
great centers of population, commerce and 
wealth, wholly unprotected from the as­ 
sault of modern weapons of naval warfare, 
and constituting the most inviting objects 
for attack. 
He says: 
Any one of the powers nam ed could, w ithout 
serions difficulty, even af.er the com pletion of 
o u r heet as now authorized, secure in a single 
ra id upon our coast, an am ount of m oney suffi­ 
cien t to m eet the expenses of a naval w a r ; an 
am ount, one-half of w hich, if ju d icially e x ­ 
pended over a series of years, w ould be suffi­ 
cien t to afford this country a guaranty o f p er­ 
p e tu a l peace. 
The Secretary declares that the defense 
of the United States absolutely requires 
the creation of a fighting naval force to 
reduce the inequality of conditions, and he 
concludes; 
To m eet th e attack of ironclads, ironclads are 
indispensable. To carry on even a defensive 
w ar w ith any hope of success we m ust have 
arm ored battle ships. The capture or destruc­ 
tion ot tw o or three dozen or two or th ree score 
o f m erchant vessels is not going to prevent a 
Heet o f ironclads from shelling our cities or e x ­ 
acting as th e price oi exem ption a contribution 
th a t would pay for th eir lost m erchantm en ten 
tim es over. We m ust do m ore th an this. We 
m ust have die iorce to raise blockades, w hich 
are alm ost as disastrous to com m ercial cities as 
bom bardm ent. 
We m ust have a fleet o f battle­ 
ships th at w ill beat off the enem y’s fleet on its 
approach, for it is not to be tolerated th a t the 
U nited States, w ith its population, its revenue, 
and its trade, is to subm it to attack upon the 
threshold of its harbors. 
Finally, we m ust be 
able to divert an enem y's force from our coast 
by threatening his own, for a w ar, though de­ 
fensive in priuciple, m ay be conducted m ost ef­ 
fectively by being offensive in its operations. Ii 
the country is to have a navy at all, it should 
have one th at is suflicient for the com plete and 
am ple protection of its coast in tim e ol war. If 
w e are to stop short of this, we m ight b etter stop 
w here we are, and abandon all claim to iuflu- 
ence am i control upon the sea. it is idle to 
spend our m oney in b uilding sm all, slow-going 
steam ers, th at are unnecessary in peace and use­ 
less in war. It is little better than a repetition 
o f th e m istaken policy th a t prevailed in our 
early history, of building gunboats th a t w ere 
laid up or sold as soon as w ar broke out. The 
country needs a navy th at w ill exem pt it from 
w ar, but the only navy th at will accom plish th is 
is a navy th at can wage war. 
The Secretary does not consider the cost 
of a proper navy a tax upon the country; 
since it is but the insurance premium we 
should pay upon our commerce, industries 
and acquired wealth. 
He avers that we 
collect in six months, from a single port, a 
greater sum than we could spend in six 
years in constructing a navy. 
LTpon the 
question of our reserve strength being suffi­ 
cient for any exigency that may arise, the 
Secretary warns the people that a fatal 
error is made if that fallacy is accepted. 
For all naval wars of the future will be 
short, sharp and swift. 
It is morally cer­ 
tain that they will be fought out with the 
force available at their commencement— 
the nation that is ready to strike the first 
blow has an advantage that cannot be par­ 
alleled by any reserve power. 
The con­ 
struction of warships that are really eco­ 
nomic, is a process slow and consuming 
much time. 
The worst of waste is to 
build ships of offense in haste. 
H e asserts 
that such is the limited capacity of the 
country for this order of construction of 
ships of war, that should Congress to-day 
order the building of all the ships we need 
they could not be constructed in less than 
fifteen years, while the first six months ot 
a naval war would settle it, as in that time 
a hostile well-armed fleet could destroy 
every sliip-yard we have, and thus place 
us completely at its mercy for whatever 
tribute it saw fit to levy. 
This is 
the most important 
matter 
treated in the report, and really absorbs 
the greater part of it. 
No Secretary has 
dwelt at such length upon the subject or 
with such force. 
It is the most emphatic 
report and in the plainest English of any 
that have emanated from any of the de­ 
partments since the war of the rebellion. 
It will go abroad as a complete exposure 
o f onr naval strength to the eyes of the 
world, and as an official confession that if 
any third-rate Power chooses to line its 
purse at our expense, all it has to do is to 
pick a quarrel with us and then dictate its 
own terms. 
If it is said that no Power 
w ill do this because it would realize that 
thereafter we would call it to account and 
compel it to disgorge, it is to he replied 
that naval wars are settled at their com­ 
pletion, and in the case of a country ex­ 
posed as is ours, the victor would exact 
terms that would forever protect him in 
the possession of his booty. 
The Secretary refers at length to the 
needs of the Pacific coast, saying that some 
of our chief cities and centers of commerce 
cannot be successfully protected by any land 
force or construction. 
H e therefore asks 
Congress to refuse to be guilty of the 
criminal negligence of longer exposing 
these ports to the risk of a naval assault. 
H e asks that two fleets of battle ships be 
at once ordered, and that eight of the ves­ 
sels be constructed especially for service on 
the Pacific coast and twelve upon the A t­ 
lantic seaboard. 
H e would have, in addi­ 
tion, twenty more vessels than we now 
possess for harbor defense, and these forty 
ships and floating fortresseses he would 
have Congress order built with all the 
speed that is consistent with efleetiveness. 
Even then, from the date of his report he 
believes it would take five years in the 
case of each ship before she could be put 
into service. 
W hile the report is some­ 
what nervous and exhibits a good deal of 
alarm, it has enough of ripe suggestion 
in it to set the jieople thinking whether 
it is not the part of wisdom to adopt the 
Secretary’s advice, and set about building 
a navy upon such a scale as he maps ont. 
Since it would, according to his calcula­ 
tion, take at least twelve years, and possi- 


T h e decision of the United States D is­ 
trict Court of Utah refusing to admit alien 
Mormons to the privileges of naturaliza­ 
tion, is one of the most important judicial 
determinations of 
recent 
times. 
The 
ground upon which the Court bases its ac­ 
tion is that the Mormon Church is hostile 
to the Government of the United States, 
teaches resistances to the laws and hatred 
to the institutions of freedom, opposes the 
enforcement of the laws and advises re­ 
sistance to them, and even counsels mur. 
der in such resistance. 
The Mormon who 
believes in the doctrines of the church and 
recognizes its authority as superior to the 
law, is not, therefore, of that good moral 
character, does not show that attachment 
to the Constitution and the laws, and is 
not of that peaceable and orderly habit 
that a Judge is required to find in an ap­ 
plicant before he can admit him to citi­ 
zenship. 
The Court reviews at length the 
testimony introduced, to show that the 
Mormon oaths bind the devotee to hostil­ 
ity to the Government, the laws and the 
officers of the law. 
It is to he regretted 
that the Court used the term “treason” in 
his decision, or “treasonable.” 
The Mor­ 
mons have not committed treason ; we have 
no such crime in time of peace ; political 
offense is unknown to our system—every 
offender is an ordinary criminal 
and 
amenable to the laws as such—for the 
use of the term is likely to lead to some 
misapprehension. 
Every Court that finds 
an applicant fit to be admitted to citizen­ 
ship must find that he understands the 
Constitution and the principles of our 
Government, is attached to them, is of 
good moral character? has not been engaged 
in resistance to the laws and has not been 
convicted of felony. 
Under this finding, 
the Mormon who puts the command of 
the Church before his duty as the citizen, 
ought to be refused admission to citizen­ 
ship. 
The effect of this decision will be to 
encourage Courts to greater strictness in 
the admission of aliens to citizenship. 
There are others besides Mormons who 
hold to an allegiance superior to the laws 
in their estimation, if we are to judge 
from the revelations of certain secret or­ 
ganizations recently made. 
The Mormon 
is not the only one who applies for invest­ 
ment with the privileges of the American 
citizen, who, if the truth could be known, 
neither understands nor is attached to the 
principles of a republican form of govern­ 
ment, and who does not respect the laws of 
the land or mean to abide by them. 
We 
need not only to put up some stronger bars 
against the incoming of antagonistic, non- 
assimilative and ignorant elements, but 
such as we have should not be admitted to 
citizenship.

A u b c b n , December 1st.—In reply to the 
invitation of the citizens of A uburn to stop 
over and spend a day w ith us on his way 
to W ashington, Senator Stanfoid writes as 
follow s:

In Placer county, which was for 
nearly three years m y residence in early 
days, I have m any pleasant associations 
and recollections. 
Many of the friends of 
those days slill survive, and it would be a 
great pleasure to me to be among them 
oltener, but the pressure of business has 
denied me m uch of that social intercourse 
which is the source of so m uch happiness. 
I exceedingly regret that I shall not be able 
to accept your kind invitation. My en­ 
gagements are such that I find all my tim e 
taken up prior to my departure to W ashing­ 
ton, and business compels me to take the 
Southern route. Accept my warm express­ 
ions of friendship, and with high apprecia­ 
tion of the com plim ent paid me." 


I n te llig e n t S e rm o n Last E v e n in g a t the 
C h r is tia n C h u rc h . 
“ O rthodoxy” was the subject of Rev. A. 
M. OrowdeD's serm on at the Christian 
Church, last evening, and his text was from 
1 Thessalonians v., 2 1 : “P roveall things; 
hold fast that which is good.” 
'The spirit of investigation,” said the 
speaker, “ought to be characteristic of 
Christians. The Apostle never encourages 
credulity, he desires all men to investigate, 
to take nothing for granted. 
In the religi­ 
ous world there is a need of investigation ; 
when confronted by the skeptic how many 
of the professed followers of the truth of 
God are able to give a reason for the hope 
w ithin them ?” 
“Perhaps on the question of orthodoxy,” 
he continued, “there is m ore diversity of 
opinion than on any other question of re­ 
ligion. 
Yet, is it m erely a question of 
opinion? Is it m erely accepting w hat we 
feel to be right w ithout proving the steps 
which lead to belief? The etymology of 
the word will help us to determ ine its 
scope and give us som ething definite to be­ 
gin with. 
W ebster defines it as follows: 
'Gr. Orthodoxos, from orthos, right, true; 
and doxa, opinion from dokein, to think.- 
The word then means to think right, to 
have a correct opinion. The Constitution 
of this country provides th at ‘Congress 
shall m ake no law respecting an establish­ 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free ex­ 
ercise thereof.’ There can be, then, no or­ 
thodox religion by legal enactm ent or by 
parliam entary authority. If we are to fiDd 
orthodoxy we m ust search elsewhere. The 
Pilgrim Fathers came to this land in their 
search for ‘freedom 
to worship 
Goa.’ 
America proudly says, Render unto Ca'3ar 
(t. c. the Government) the things that be­ 
long to Cii-sar,1 and then ju st as proudly, 
‘Yon may form your own convictions as to 
what yon will render unto God.’ The 
Government leaves m an where God left 
him, a m oral agent; he m ay turn to the 
truth or blindly follow error. 
“In the popular acceptation of the word 
orthodoxy has m any 
m eanings. 
The 
hyper-Calvinist believes that God from all 
eternity decreed that a certain Dumber of 
men and angels should be saved, and a 
fixed num ber should be 
consigned to 
eternal death ; that these on the one hand 
could not be increased, that the others 
could not be decreased; that is his ‘ortho­ 
doxy.’ 
The Universalist declares that ail 
will finally be saved; that is his ‘ortho­ 
doxy.’ 
The year 325 A. D. witnessed the 
formation of a creed in ‘orthodox’ standard 
of faith which Constantine accepted; it ac­ 
cepts the one God, Jesus Christ, H is son, 
who in order to our salvation became in ­ 
carnate, suffered and rose again and as­ 
cended to Heaven; also, the office of the 
Holy Spirit. 
This creed was made ob­ 
ligatory. 
In Jones' Church History, page 
139, we see a woeful result; 
The scriptures 
were now no longer the standard of Chris­ 
tian faith; w hat was orthodox and what 
heterodox, was henceforward to be deter­ 
mined by the decisions of tne fathers and 
councils; and religion propagated, not by 
the apostolic methods of persuasion, but 
by imperial edicts and decrees. 
Arius op­ 
posed the decrees of the council of Nice 
and was banished. 
In thirty years the 
Arian decrees are accepted. 
YYhat the 
Council of Nice accepts as orthodox is con­ 
demned as hetrodox by the Synod of Arius 
in 353. 
“History proves that orthodoxy cannot 
be settled by Popes, councils, edicts, creeds 
or confessions. If we can get no higher 
than that the question cannot be settled. 
No body of men, unless inspired, have a 
right to declare w hat one shall or shall not 
believe. No vote can determine what is 
orthodox and 
w hat hetrodox. 
Incon 
sistency is not dead; above the so-called 
denom inational 
co-operation 
ever and 
anon 
is 
heard 
the 
discordant notes, 
‘ Hetrodox,’ • unevangelical.’ 
Yet. there 
may be consistency in that. How can 
union 
and 
co-operation 
exist 
where 
creeds 
and 
confessions 
of 
faith 
are 
made th e ‘standards of orthodoxy?’ 
Each 
new creed is a protest against the ‘ortho­ 
doxy’ of the preceding one. 
"To have a genuine orthodoxy, the re­ 
searcher after truth m ust go beyond the 
date of councils and rest not until he stands 
in the presence of those ’who spoke as they 
were moved by the Holy Spirit.’ 
In that 
age the words of Christ, H is apostles were 
sufficient for faith and practice. 
In that 
day any one who believed in the divinity 
o f' Christ would follow H im lovingly 
aud 
obediently 
in 
all 
H is 
require­ 
ments, was ‘orthodox,’ 
i. e., basing bis 
convictions on the truth he thought aright, 
he acted arig h t 
Ought churches to ask 
for more than that to-day? 
If that is not 
orthodoxy w hat is? The Bible and the 
Bible only should be the staudard of ortho­ 
doxy. Too often the m atter is resolved 
into the question of m ine 
and tbine. 
‘Thine is heterodox, while m ine is ortho­ 
dox.’ The m an who accepts Goa’s word, 
having no system or hum an plea to make, 
is orthodox; the m an who pleads for a re­ 
turn to apostolic practices, having the au­ 
thority of God’e word only, is using for the 
elevation of m ankind the divine creed, ihe 
word which is the power of God unto sal­ 
vation.

FAVOB OF THE CITY.

o p eaticn o f the statute of limitations. This is i 
manifest when the Act is continued in connec- { 
tion w ith the legislation bearing on the same • 
subject, beginning with the Act of 1S68. all of 
which show a complete plan to fund and adjust j 
certain indebtedness ot tne city. As an induce­ 
m ent for its creditors 
to 
co-operate with 
it in the accomplishment of 
this 
object 
the Act of 1858 held out the opportunity. If 
taken advantage of before June 1,1859, subse­ 
quently extended to January 1,1862, to obtain 
the bonds in exchange for the old ones in one 
of the four classes that would run respectively 
until 1888,1893, lb98, and 1903, dependent upon 
the order of issuance. These bouds would run 


"LOOKING BACKWARD.” 


In 1853 and 1851, in accordance w ith Acts 
passed by the Legislature authorizing the 
establishm ent of free schools in this city, 
th e Common Council of Sacramento, as it 
was then know n, issued bonds for this pur­ 
pose, and also for certain other purposes. 
T he bonds were m ade payable on the 1st of 
July, 1874, unless called in before that time. 
A m ong the bonds issued and not funded, 
because they were not presented in the re­ 
quired time, were three bonds of the aggre­ 
gate face valne of $2,544 61. 
Attached to one of the bonds were forty 
sem i-annual coupons for $27 22 each, and 
attached to each of the other two bonds 
were forty sem i-annual coupons for $50 
each. 
On October 17, 1887, thirty-three years 
after the bonds were originally issued, and 
thirteen years after they were made paya­ 
ble, George E. Bates, of San Francisco, for 
several years a practicing attorney in this 
city, presented the three bonds to ihe City 
Trustees and dem and in lieu thereof, under 
the Act of 1864, the issuance of bonds to 
him in equal am ount to the principal and 
interest due on the bonds, which he offered 
to surrender. The Trastees after consider­ 
ing the m atter refused the dem and, on the 
ground that the claims were “stale and 
barred by the Statute of Lim itations." For 
the three old bonds Bates expected in re­ 
turn new bonds, with the accumulated in­ 
terest thereon, which would have am ounted 
to m any thousands of dollars. 
It is estim ated that about $30,000 of these 
old bonds, for some reason, were never 
presented to be refunded. 
Bates sued out a writ of m andate to com­ 
pel the City Trustees to comply w ith the 
demand. 
Superior Judge H unt, of San Francisco, 
heard the m otion in this city, and in a 
learned and lengthy decision decided in 
favor of the city. 
Bates appealed to the 
Suprem e Court, and yesterday th at Coart 
filed in the office of J. S. W illiam s, Clerk 
of the Suprem e Court, a decision affirming 
the judgm ent of Judge H unt. The effect of 
th ed e cisio n .it is thought, will not inter­ 
fere in the other bond cases. Chief Justice 
Beatty, being fam iliar w ith the case, did 
not participate in the decision, which is as 
follows: 
George E. Bates, petitioner and appellant, vs. 
Eugene J. Gregory et al., respondents. 
This was an application for a writ of mandate 
to compel the defendants, as Trustees of the 
city of Sacramento, to issue to petitioner new 
bonds of the city in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the Act of March 22, 1 64. in ex­ 
change for unpaid bonds held by him, which 
were issued uuder the provisions of the Acts of 
April 26,1853. and April 10,1854. 
The defendants, in their answer and upon the 
trial, contended that the claims were stale and 
barred by '.he statute of limitations. This con­ 
tention prevailed and resulted in a judgment 
for the defendants; from which order and an 
order denying a new trial plaintiff appeals. 
March 26,1851, the city of Sacramento was in­ 
corporated by an Act of the Legislature, passed 
on that date, entitled "An Act to incorporate the 
city of Sacramento.” (3tat. 1851, p. 301.) By this 
Act the government of the city was placed in 
the hands of a Mayor, Recorder and a Common 
Council, who were constituted a body politic 
under the name of the “ Mayor and Common 
Council of the city of Sacramento;’- with an 
tliority to sue and be sued; to borrow money 
and pledge the faith and credit of the city 
therefor, and to levy and col ect taxes. 
April 26, 1853, another Act was passed, entitled 
“An Act to extend and better define the powers 
and duties of the Common Council of the city 
of Sacramento, and to authorize the establish­ 
m ent of free schools in said city” (Stat. 1853, p. 
117), which conferred upon the Mayor and Com­ 
mon Council the power to Issue bonds for the 
purpose of raising funds to pay the other exist­ 
ing Indebtedness of the city. In the exercise of 
the power thus granted the Mayor and Com­ 
mon Council of the city of Sacram eno issued a 
- -rtain bond dated on the 6th day of May, 1854. 
.ad numbered 418, for the sum of $544 65, and 
made payable to Jonathan Williams or bearer 
on the first day of July, 1874, unless sooner 
called in, together with forty semi-annual 
coupons thereto attached for $27 22 each. 
Another Act was passed April 10,1854, entitled 
“An act authorizing the Mayor and Common 
Council of the city of Sacramento to issue bonds 
for certain purpose.” (Stat. 1854, p. 106), under 
which the Mayor and Common Council of the 
city of Sacramento issued two certain bonds for 
the sum ofSl.OOj each, respectively numbered 
361 and 384, and dated the 24th and 25th oi 
April, 1854; and attached to each bond were 
forty semi-annual coupons for $50 each. Both 
bends were made payable on the 1st day of July, 
1874, unless otherwise called in; bond No. 361 
was made payable to Edward McGowan or 
bearer, and No. 584 to Stow and English or 
bearer. 
April 24,1858, another Act was passed, which 
consolidated the city of Sacramento with the 
county, under the corporate name of the “City 
and County of Sacramento.” This Act vested 
all the revenue and property of the city of Sac- 
mento in the consobdated Government, and pro­ 
vided for the funding of all claims existing 
against the city on the 1st day of January, 185‘J, 
and fixed the time at June 1, 1859, within 
which the holders of such demands m ight pre­ 
sent them lor funding. This time was thereafter 
extended to the 1st of October, 1859 (Stat. 1859, 
p. 35.). and subsequently to January 1, 1862 
(Stat. 1861, p. 308). April 25, 1863, an Act enti­ 
tled “An Act to incorporate the city of Sacra­ 
mento” (Stat. 1863, p. 415) was passed, creating 
the present “City of Sacramento.” This last 
Act provided, among other things, that all the 
property and revenue which belonged to the 
Mayor and Common Council of the city of Sac­ 
ramento on the 30th day of April, 1858, should 
become the property of the city of Sacramento, 
and that it should have power to sue and be 
sued aud defend upon any obligation; provided, 
th at such obligation was not made or entered 
Into prior to the passage of the Act. 
On the 22d day of March, 1864, an Act was 
passed, entitled “An Act to provide for the 
liquidation of the indebtedness of the city of 
Sacramento, which accrued prior to January 1, 
1859.” (Slat. 1864, p. 217.) By this last Act the 
Board of Trustees of the city were empowered 
to issue to all holders of claims against the city, 
which accrued prior to January 1 ,1859, bouds 
parable to bearer on February 1, 1893, to bear 
date of May 1,1864, and bear interest from Jan­ 
uary 1. 18j9. at 6 percent, per annum, payable 
annually after the first six years on the 1st day 
of January at the office of the City Treasurer. 
The Act prescribed no time within which cred­ 
itors should present their demands for liquida­ 
tion, but provided that bonds should be issued 
for all claims which accrued prior to January 
1 ,1859, that the Board of Trustees, upon exam ­ 
ination, should consider "legal and just.” 
The petitioner on October 17,1887, presented 
the three bonds above described to the defend­ 
ants for funding, and demanded in lien thereof, 
under the Act of 1864, the issuance of bonds to 
him equal in sm ount to the principal and in­ 
terest due on the bonds which he oflered to sur­ 
render. This demand was refused by the de­ 
fendants. The appellant, upon these facts, ar­ 
gues that the Statute of Limitations was sus­ 
pended by the Acts of 1858,1863 and 1864 as to 
all persons holding claims who might choose at 
any time to accept their provisions, and that 
the Act of 1861 is a continuing offer held out lo 
the creditors of the city of Sacramento, which 
can only be withdrawn by a repeal of the Act, 
and all who have claims such as are m en­ 
tioned in the Act aud accept its terms can en­ 
force tire funding of their obligations by m an­ 
damus. It is conceded by respondents that 
m andam us is the proper remedy if the claims 
of petitioner are not stale or barred. 
The Act of incorporation of the city of Sacra 
m ento of 18 1, and the Acts of 1853 and 1854. un­ 
der which the bonds of petitioner were issued, 
expresslv authorized suits against the corpora­ 
tion upon such obligations. The inhibition of 
the Act of 1858, in the first section thereof, is 
that "the city and county shall not be sued in 
any action whatever, nor shall any of its bonds, 
buildings, improvements, property, franchises, 
taxes revenues, actions, c h o ^ in actions at d 
effects be subject to any attachm ent, levy or 
sale or any process whatever, either mesne or 
final •” and that prescribed in the first sec­ 
tion Of tha Act of 1863 is that the city 
may “sue and be sued and defend upon any 
bond covenant, agreement, contract, m atter or 
thing whatever, of which Courts of law or 
equity h .v e jurisdiction: provided,however, 
th at such bond, covenant, agreement, contract, 
. m atter or thing, that is the cause of action, has 
been m ade or entered into after the passage of 
this Act ” These inhibitions cieariy applied 
only to obligations of the city and county and 
ritv respectively, incurred after the passage of 
the several Aet*- The restriction in the first 
Act was to prevent the city and county ot Sac­ 
ramento from being sued upon any obligation 
incurred by it as such ; and that in the second 
Act. to protect the city of Sacramento against 
suits upon claims for which the former city and 
county had alone become liable. The Act of 
1864 did not enlarge or affect these representa­ 


” The'rule í«''as" stated by Judge Ibllon in bis 
work on ” Municipal Corporations 
(vol. 1, sec. 
69), that “ if a m unicipal corporation becomes 
indebted, the rights of creditors^ cannot be im ­ 
paired by any subsequent 1 gislatiye enact­ 
m ent.” (Meyer vs. Brown. 65 CaL, 538.) The 
bonds of petitioner were Issued under the Acts 
of 1S5S and 1854. under which the City could sue 
and be sued, and the privilege to sue thereby 
became part of and entered Into the contract of 
the city with the holders of such bonds. Peti­ 
tioner's bonds are therefore within the above 
rule and the protection of the Slate and Federal 
Constitutions, which prohibit the passage of

laws impairing the obligations of contracts 
therefore the right to recover upon the bonds by 
suit, after the* matured, remained unaffected 
by the Acts cuisó» and 1863. If, however, the 
X e 11 r» on

petitioner bad surrendered his bonds under the 
Acts of 1858 or 1861, in exchange for those pro­ 
vided for in said Acts, the inhibition against 
suing thereon, contained in the Act or 1858, 
would have become as much a part of the new 
contract thus created as the privilege to sne. 
granted by the Acts of 1S51,1853 and 1851, did 
of the bonds in question here. (Kennedy va 
City of Sacramento, 10 Sawy., 33: Meyer vs. 
Porter. 65 CaL,589, aud Meyer vs. Brown, supra.) 
The claim of petitioner that the Actof 18sl 
was a continuing offer which he could take ad­ 
vantage of at anv time before such offer shou.d 
be withdrawn by repeal, 
Tbe purpose of the legislators in passing the 
Act of 1864 was merely to complete the funding 
of the city indebtedness, not to withdraw 
claims founded on such indebtedness from the 


from fourteen years to twenty-two years longer 
than the old bonds, and would draw interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum , payable an­ 
nual! y, and carried with them the pledge of an 
annual tax for m unicipal purposes and an in­ 
terest and sinking fund to pay the interest on 
the bouds as it accrued and to effect the re­ 
demption of the bonds at m aturity. The same 
oportunity was again rene'"ed by the Act of 
1804, except all new bonds issued thereunder 
were to 
run until 
1903, 
or 
twenty-nine 
years longer than the bonds held by petitioner 
and the interest would be payable from Jan­ 
uary 1, 1859, and annually after the first six 
years. 
The benefit of the interest and sinking fund 
was a m aterial advantage that would be gained 
by tbe surrender of the old bonds, as they were 
naked promises to pay, for which the general 
faith and credit of the city alone was pledged 
a»d upon which the payment of interest stopped 
in 1858, no provision of the payment thereof 
having been made in the Act of 1858 or any sub­ 
sequent legislation, which we think is a circum­ 
stance showing a desire on the part of the Leg 
islature to compel creditors to fund their claims. 
Therefore, to say the Act of 1*64 was intended to 
withdraw all claims therein mentioned from 
the operation of the Statute of Limitations would 
tie to ignore the object of the legislation 
referred to aud encourage the holders of such 
claims to defeat the efforts of tbe city to a just 
aud fund its indebtedness. 
Besides, as the 
bonds of petitioner had ten years to ran before 
m aturing when the Act ot 1864 was passed, 
there was no necessity lor a suspension of the 
statute onim itations, "and aside from what seems 
to us to be the object of the Act it is not reason 
sible to impute to the Legislature who passed 
it at.y intention to provide for a necessity which 
did not exist, when they failed to give any ex­ 
pression in their Act fromiwbich such an inten­ 
tion might be inferred. Again, it is a well set­ 
tled rule that the repeal of statutes by im- 
plic t on 
is 
not 
favored, 
and 
we 
ara 
of the opinion 
that 
the 
same principle 
should apply with equal force to the suspension 
of the operations of statutes. It was. of course, 
optional with the petitioner tq exchange the 
bonds or not, but having refused to exchange 
them irom 1858 to 1874, and waited thirteen 
years longer before offering to do so, his right 
now to have his bonds funded is now barred, if 
it is within the provisions of Sections 337 and 
339 of the Code of Civil Procedure, pleaded in 
defendant’s answer to his Detition. 
The Code of Civil Procedure, Section 337, pro­ 
vides that 
"an action must be commenced 
within four years upon any contract, obligation 
or liability founded upon an instrument in writ­ 
ing executed in this State.” When petitioner, by 
his assignors, accepted the bonds from the city 
of Sacramento, the contract was thereby created 
between them, whereby the city became obli­ 
gated to pay the principal and interest on the 
bonds on or before the first day of July, 1874. 
This contract, it will be observed, was in writing, 
and was evidenced by the bonds. The right to 
maintain an action on the bonds after July 1, 
1878, four years after the m aturity thereof, 
therefore, depended upon w hether the plea of 
the statute of limitations would be made. The 
statute of limitations is a personal privilege that 
may be used as a means of defense; by pleading 
it otherwise, it is waived. (Grant vs. Burr, 54 
Cal. 298.) In this case this defense was not 
waived, the defendant having especially plead 
the bar of said Section 337, and it constitutes a 
oomplete defease to this action. It follows that 
the judgm ent and ordered appealed from must 
be affirmed. So ordered.

A DISSENTING OPINION. 
Justice Thornton rendered an unusually 
lengthy dissentÍDg opinion. 
H e held that 
the proceeding is not barred by the Statute 
of Limitations, and concluded as follows; 
"I am of tbe opinion that tbe lapse of 
time in asking for thefunding of the bonds 
herein involved, furnish no reason or ex­ 
cuse why the prayer of the petitioner 
herein should not be granted; that to re­ 
fuse such prayer would be highly unjust 
and sanctioning the repudiation of an hon­ 
est debt; and that the judgm ent should be 
reversed and the cause remanded with the 
direction to the Court below to enter a 
judgm ent for petitioner as asked for by 
him .” 


OUTRAGEOUS, IF TRUE. 


Sacram ento H are H unters B rutally H eat 
F arm er Cippa and Son. 
Thomas Cippa, who owns a little ranch 
a few m iles north of this city on the Marys­ 
ville road, called upon District Attorney 
Bruner yesterday afternoon and related to 
that official the details of an occurrence, 
which, it true, is a disgrace to any com­ 
m unity. 
Cippa stated that he left his hom e early 
yesterday m orning on business and re­ 
turned at about 11 o’clock in the forenoon. 
Arriving at the house he observed a num ­ 
ber of people in the yard with whom his 
son, aged 12 years, was engaged in a quar­ 
rel. Cippa ran to his son’s rescue, and 
learned from the latter that the people 
were alleged sportsmen, who desired to 
have a bare-huot on the ranch despite the 
boy’s rem onstrance and the warning signs 
which were tacked up at various points on 
the ranch. 
W hen the boy interfered they 
assaulted him and beat him unm ercifully. 
Mrs. Cippa was lying in the house ill at 
the time, aud, hearing the cries of her son, 
believed that he was being m urdered, and 
in consequence is now suffering from the 
terrible shock it occasioned. 
Cippa says that when he learned from 
his son what the trouble was he, too, or­ 
dered the men off his land. 
As a reward 
for his interfering the men then set upon 
him and beat him severely, after which 
they left. 
Cippa followed the party back 
to Sacramento in hope of identifying some 
of them so ss to have them arrested. 
He 
was unable to learn who they were, but 
says he will know them again when he 
sees them . 
District Attorney B runer says be will 
make every possible effort to assist Cippa 
in learning who the perpetrators of the 
outrage are, and promises that when their 
identity is disejvered he will m ake it 
warm for them .___________

Fundam ental Errors P ointed O ut—H u­ 


m an Nature the Most Serious 


O bstacle. 


The above was the subject of an in ­ 
teresting serm on preached before the U ni­ 
tarian Society by its pastor, Mr. Masseyi 
who took for his text M atthew xi., 12: “The 
Kingdom of heaven BUiJereth violence, and 
the violent take it by force.” 
H e com ­ 
menced by saying: 
“It is with no feeling 
of disrespect for the intelligent and enthusi­ 
astic com pany of m en and women who 
have given their allegiance to the new 
social ideas advanced in Edward Bellamy’s 
recently published novel, that I elevate 
such a caption as the text I have selected 
for a discourse intended to consider some 
of the positions taken in this author's 
fascinating book, entitled ‘Looking Back­ 
ward.’ 
I feel, however, that some funda­ 
m ental 
errors 
have 
been 
committed 
by this 
would-be 
valiant 
champion 
in 
the 
canse 
of 
social 
reform 
and that 
the consum mation of desire 
in respect to social conditions, if it shall 
ever come at all in any absolute sense, will 
come not only much more slowly than this 
author anticipates, bnt also in ways and 
through influences not included w ithin the 
scope of his prophecy. I therefore do not 
believe the kingdom of Heaven will ever 
come to the world by the adoption of these 
suggested principles of practice, and so I 
think that good men aud women are 
blinded to the injustice of m any of the 
contained propositions because of their 
fervent desire to see the pall of hum an 
misery speedily lifted and m an secured in 
the equality of his privilege aud in the in ­ 
tegrity and honor of his life. 
"The im peachm ent I enter against the 
whole pretentious fabric is that it strikes a 
blow at the individual in the interest of a 
corporate life which, even if it could be es­ 
tablished, wonld fall into decay because of 
the deficiencies in the units of which it is 
composed. 
“It has been objected that ‘Looking 
Backward’ is sim ply a romance, and that 
it deals w ith ideal situations, w ith favored 
conditions 
and anticipated possibilities, 
not capable of realization upon this stage 
of being. This I think is altogether an un­ 
fair attitude towards it. 
W e have no 
means of knowing what may be possible of 
accomplishm ent in the centuries which 
swing in the eternities of God's providence. 
T hat the story is not realistic in the cur­ 
rent definition of that term does not m ili­ 
tate against its art or its influence. 
We 
are having entirely too much of photogra­ 
phy in literature, the realization of nothing 
but fact. W riters come with their scalpel 
and probe to the dissection of hum an m o­ 
tive, and although their analysis is very 
acute they forget some im portant factors 
which are yet present in our busy, selfish, 
utilitarian life. They forget that there is 
such a thing as potential will standing in 
the backs’oand of conscioasoess, and actu­ 
ally inflr.enced at times by things that are 
not nsuiily taken into account, truth that 
is not always found in its concrete symbols, 
a recognition of the im m inent life that 
wraps us and snppoits us, and in subtle 
ways tells us of righteousness and the obli­ 
gations of charity, and the instinct of 
prophecy that restlessly refuses to be con­ 
tent with present conditions, and so sees 
beyond the night, crowded with terror and 
distress, the dawn of a serener day. 
“ ‘The interpretation of life m ust not be 
merely contem porary,' says a recent writer, 
‘prophecy and retrospect are large elements 
of any adequate art.’ 
“A m an actually refusing to be influ­ 
enced by any transcendental argum ents 
whatever, can rest assured of an element 
tending to order and progress in the world; 
the principia of Charles Darwin give us the 
road over which hum anity has already 
traveled, the ethics of H erbert Spencer pre­ 
sents the goal, even if the far-off goal of 
his temporal hope. Even upon the very 
lowest lines of argum ent there is reason to 
look forward in glad anticipation to an 
ever cumulative achievement. 
There is 
seen to be at least a perfectability in hnm an 
institutions, and a retrospect even, along 
purely physical lines, is indeed inspiring. 
The amicha of an incalculable pBst has 
come gradually up 
through protozoan, 
radiate, m ullusk, articulate and verte­ 
brate, until as m an he stands the m a­ 
jestic figure am id tbe 
civilization 
he 
has established, 
and subduing nature, 
makes her tributary to his power, invents 
the cotton gin and the combined harvester 
and the Corliss engine, builds cities and 
m akes them tbe abodes ot intelligence and 
art, frames constitutions and systems of 
international law, writes “ H am let” and 
“ In M emoriam,” and becoming as a god in 
his knowledge of right and wrong; applies 
his lore to the righteous adjustm ent of his 
relations with his fellows, and estimates it 
as the promise and the prophecy of still 
larger accomplishment. 
“ Sir. Bellany has our gratitude that he 
at least touches our-all-too-prosaic life with 
colors borrowed from his fancy and his 
imagination ; but he errs greatly upon the 
practical Bide in his teaching that future 
advance will be in consequence of the in ­ 
troduction of new conditions, and that 
there is not a potentiality in the old ones 
capable of securing an infinite accomplish­ 
m ent. 
* T he progress of Bociety heretofore has 
ever been upon the line of the individual 
expressing his character in its institutions. 
W ashington is said to have been the revo­ 
lution. Madison the Constitntion, Garrison 
the accomplishment of negro emancipa­ 
tion, and b o of m any o th ers; we character­ 
ize separate and successive epochs as we 
sav Ctesar, and Charlemagne, and Crom­ 
well and Napoleon. 
B ut Mr. Bellamy 
would change this 
old order 
of the 
world, 
and 
by 
at once building tbe 
institutions and surrounding m an with 
a 
comfortable 
environm ent, 
would 
usher 
in 
another 
order 
destined, 
because of the moral appeal it shall make 
to the consciences of men, to be eternal. 
But the inequalities attending upon the 
selfishness and the crim e of our social life 
cannot be so easily eradicated. 
‘W hy 
could Dot we cast him ont?’ asked the disci­ 
ples of Jesus, when his power was recog­ 
nized over the dum b spirit that yielded to 
his to u ch ; and he answered, ‘This kind 
can come forth by nothing but by prayer 
and fasting.’ 
“It was through the possession of moral 
power that the miracle was wrought, and 
it can only be by the possession of moral 
power, residing in the hearts of the citizens, 
that the demons that afflict the body po­ 
litic can be subdued. But how to create 
this power, by giving society an environ­ 
m ent in which all cause for anxiety shall 
be removed, and by which ail wants shall 
be supplied? Such conditions surely would 
not grow men, not beings possessed of 
moral faculties requiring constant abrasion 
of their viler parts against the stern im ­ 
pediments and obstacles which beset their 
course, beings whose courage is to be nur­ 
tured by opposition, and who can only 
come out conquerors because a host has 
been snbdned. Better conditions may en­ 
sue, but these will remain, the necessity 
for conflict, the 
dependance 
for daily 
strengih upon daily struggle, the persist­ 
ence of sorrow in onr lot to constitute life’s 
most angelic m inistry. Jesus found many 
social conditions he could have attacked, but 
he seemed almost unconscious of their 
existence. The despotism of the Cteaar was 
left w ithout rebuke. Poverty was present 
then as now, injustice among men, low 
ideas respecting domestic life; but Jesus 
sim ply came with the teaching: Be pure, 
be upright, be charitable. God is your 
father, and you are brethren in one com­ 
mon inheritance; and lo ! m ankind has ap­ 
propriated the lesson, and the m onuments 
of civilization have been erected upon the 
basis of his instruction. 
“It is the spiritnal nature that m ust first 
be kindled into life, and when the sacred 
flame burns there it will dem and an ethe- 
cai life, it will demand an intellectual edu­ 
cation, it will build up for itself the condi­ 
tions of physical well being. A t no time 
has the integrity of the individual life been 
placed more absolntely at tbe foundation of 
the institutions of men. It is not only that 
household suffrage has been extended in 
England, that the slave has been adm it­ 
ted to citixenship in America, but woman 
now comes to claim her privilege as an im ­ 
portant unit in the State, and the fortune 
of the State m ust hereafter rest upon the 
intelligence and the integrity of the citizen. 
"The word is still forward, although the 
progress may seem slow. It is not for us 
to be discouraged because we can not al­ 
ways measure accurately the curve of the 
advance. God takes a step and centuries 
have elapsed. 
The only question is, how 
shall we meet the imperative demaDd that 
is made upon ns? 
Shall we subm it to lose 
our individuality in some great com m unal 
life, and onr integrity too, as am id condi­ 
tions inviting to confidence the cecessity of 
daily straggle is removed, or shall we pre­ 


serve not only onr individuality but our 
integrity also, and through m anly and 
womanly behavior in all the relations of 
life, plant upon endnring foundations the 
majestic Kingdom of G od?” 


MUSEUM ASSOCIATION. 


N ew Life Member»—L ectures F oreshad­ 
ow ed—L adies’ A ssociation. 
T he Directory of the California Museum 
Association yesterday created two grades 
of endowm ent scholarships for the School 
of Design, by which scholarships for the 
school can be endowed and the nom inator 
of a scholarship be recognized upon a 
tablet to be set in the wail of the A rt Gal­ 
lery. The details of the m atter remain to 
be worked out, when a full statem ent of 
the regulations for such endowm ents will 
be published. 
The following citizens 
offered 
their 
names for life m em bership 
and 
were 
elected, a further list rem aining co be 
acted upon at the tim e the Board ad­ 
journed : Colonel Ed. R. Ham ilton, Philip 
Scheld, George W . Locke, L. B. Mohr, J. J. 
Nagele, D. A. Liadley, W. D. Comstock, P. 
E. Platt, S. Prentiss Sm ith. The Board 
was m uch gratified at the interest shown 
by these and by the other applicants, who 
will be elected at the next meeting, to be 
held in a few days, and anticipate still 
further applications aud much augmented 
activity in the work of the society. 
A large num ber of fine specimens from 
the State Museum at San Francisco were 
received for the Trastees of the State M in­ 
eral Cabinet, located in the Art Gallery, 
but the boxes were not opened, as that is 
the province of the Trustees referred to. 
The Board named a Lecture Committee, 
consisting of the President, Vice-President 
and Director Pyburn, who are also to ad­ 
vise and direct the labors of the Corre­ 
sponding Secretary. 
The Board ordered that all members of 
the Ladies' Museum Association be ad­ 
m itted to all privileges of the parent Asso­ 
ciation, and the Secretary is to furnish 
them with certified cards to"that effect, and 
inviting them also to attend all meetings. 
The Ladies' Association was also, by reso­ 
lution, cordially thanked for the floral dec­ 
orations furnished on the occasion of the 
visit of the National Grange to the Art 
Gallery. 
After the adjournm ent of the Board, the 
committee on the display of the large col­ 
lection of plaits and old studies, which 
have never been shown to the public, con­ 
sidered schemes for m onthly exhibitions 
of the rare collection, and the first of which, 
it is hoped, may be given during this 
m onth. 
The School of Design closes its session 
and fourth year on the 14lh instant. It 
will make an exhibition on the eveniDg of 
the 17th and hold a reception, to which 
only m em bers of the Museum Association 
and their families and tbe members of the 
Ladies’ Association and the scholars and 
their families will be admitted. The exhi­ 
bition for the general public will be heid 
thereafter. All the work of the scholars 
will be recognized by decoration, according 
to grades of m erit. 
The visitors at the A rt Gallery in No­ 
vember are reported by Secretary Cushman 
to have num bered 667, and the great m a­ 
jority of them were people from abroad. 
The Association is solicitous to receive, 
from any one willing to give, natural his­ 
tory examples for its cabinets, rare ex­ 
amples ot agricultural product, m ineral 
specimens, curios, etc., and agrees to give 
full credit for donation upon each contri­ 
bution. 


FATAL LAND SLIDE. 


E ngineer B axter K illed and Two O thers 
Injured N ear R edding. 
The body of Challes R. Baxter, a loco­ 
motive engineer on the Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia road, was brought to this city yester­ 
day afternoon on the Redding train. The 
rem ains were taken at once to 1228 O 
street, the residence of 
the deceased's 
father, Maurice A. Baxter, Superintendent 
of the railroad iron foundry. 
In a land slide at an early lionr yester­ 
day m orning, five miles on the other side 
of Redding, engineer Baxter was killed 
and his fireman and a brakem an severely 
injured. The accident occurred at 3:45 
o’clock in the m orning at a point on the 
California 
and Oregon line two miles 
north of Middle Creek and five miles from 
Redding. Freight train No. 22, with Bax­ 
ter as engineer, was coming from the 
north toward Redding and when the point 
above m entioned was reached the locomo­ 
tive struck a rock slide. 
At this Darticuiar 
place on one side of the road is a high 
bluff and on the other flows the river. The 
effect of the collision was such that the 
engine was turned completely over and 
down the river bank. Baxter was instantly 
killed and fireman Dndley barely escaped 
with his life. 
H e was severely injured, 
though not dangerously. 
Brakem an Boyd 
was severely scalded about the legs and 
arms, and hes been sent to the Railroad 
Hospital. 
As soon as news of the accident reached 
Redding a physician was sent to the scene 
on a special train to attend the injured 
men. The body of engineer Baxter was 
taken to Redding, where an inquest was 
held. 
Besides the locomotive, a car was also 
throw n down the em bankm ent, and sev­ 
eral others left the track and were wrecked 
so badly that they were of no further use, 
and their contents had to be transferred to 
other cars. 
A wrecking-train from Dnnem nir began 
clearing the wreck at 9 A . m . and at 10 a . m . 
the road was clear. 
The deceased engineer was born in Elgin, 
111., 28 years of age, and unm arried. 
His 
funeral will take place to-morrow.

L ondon, December 1st.—Except in Tory 
new spapers there is no longer auv attem pt 
to suppress the news about the W est End 
scandals, or any hesitancy lo denounce the 
G overnm ent for preventing the police from 
bringing the aristocratic crim inals to ju s­ 
tice. 
At a Cabinet council called this week to 
discuta the situation, M unro was sum ­ 
m oned, with the result that the affsir was 
taken away from Scotland Y ard entirely 
and left wholly at the disposition of ihe 
Treasury. 
80 im portant w s this Cabinet 
council considered that Ministers in foreign 
parts came hotue to attend it. The I’rince 
of W ales is said to be in favor of the thor­ 
ough ferreting out of the case. 
But what can be done when the police 
show him the name of Albert V idor among 
those whom ih e telegraph b >ys m ention as 
having visited the house? 
Lord Somerset 
lied the country, and is in hiding near Bo- 
lougne, but the man these licentious aris­ 
tocrats are most terrili eii about goes by the 
nam e of Ham ntond, who kept a house in 
London, but is now in New York. 
L dters received from him by his wife 
and others in London since his flight show 
th at Governm ent agents were shadowing 
him . 
Hence he did not return to this 
country. 
B ut lie is liberally supplied with 
m oney, and there is little da >ger at present 
of his coming back.

D ISEA SE AND IM M O R A L IT Y .; 


H e is S aid N ot to he P o p u la r A m ong th e 
P o w ers o f E u ro p e. 
Rom e, December 1 s t—The New York 
Times' correspondent cables a very savage 
attack upon the Papai See, and gloats over 
the fact that the Anti-Slavery Conference 
now sitting in Brussels has decided not to 
invite the Vatican to send any delegates to 
the Convention of Nations. The cable con­ 
cludes with these remarks: 
"If it pleases the American Catholic dig­ 
nitaries to pass resolutions about the resto­ 
ration of the Pope's temporal sovereignty 
nobody in Europe will m ind it very much, 
hut they ought to understand that the 
Pope as a politician has not a single friend 
in Europe, and. what is more, neither de­ 
serves to have any nor ever again will have 
any. 
"If the present Pope lives three or four 
years longer it is not at all impossible that 
a strong party will have arisen in the 
m eantim e disposed to make Cardinal Gib­ 
bons Pope and move the whole Papal es­ 
tablishm ent over to America. 
Even now 
there is considerable speculation about this 
in responsible Catholic circles, where it is 
clearly recognized that Italian narrowness, 
bigotry and insincerity are suffocating the 
.church. 
A very little more of the present 
sort of thing will turn the peop'els atten­ 
tion to this possible alternative outside of 
Rome.” 


ENGLISH IN TE R PR E T A T IO N . 


S ignificant 
S peech 
o f 
C onsul-G eneral 
S chuyler in E gypt. 
L ondon, December 1st.—Eugene Schuy­ 
ler’s speech to the Khedive on his recep­ 
tion as Am erican Consul General in Egypt 
has excited rem ark. 
H e is reported to 
have said: 
“If the co-operation of the 
United States be thought useful for com­ 
pleting the powers of the mixed tribunals, 
lightening the financial hurdens or aiding 
the development of Egypt, your Highness 
may be assured that such co-operation will 
never be lacking.” 
T hat is interpreted hv the English to 
mean that English authority and policy iu 
Egypt will be backed up by the United 
Stales. Support from Ihe Stale Depart­ 
m ent at W ashington while Mr. Blaine was 
Secretary of State would orce have sur­ 
prised the English Foreign Office, but they 
are beginning to undetsland Blaine better. 
There can be no question as to the wis­ 
dom of the policy which he has now an­ 
nounced in Egypt, where all real authority 
is and roust continue to be English, in 
whose rule lies the only hope of prosperity 
for that country.
